The ex act meaning of the 
words “We, the people” in the 
Constitu tion has been the su b­ 
ject ol mu ch debate, particu lar­ 
ly in the period before the Civ il 
War. Was that debate a trick of 
the legal profession—obscu rant­ 
ism? 
Being a part of the people, 
each of u s ou ght to know some­ 
thing of the su bject, y et there 
seems to be a wide difference of 
opinion. There is a marked ten­ 
dency to div ide people into two 
classes, with the div ider u su ally 
in the u pper class. 
We hav e Democrats and Re­ 
pu blicans, fishermen and honest 
men, Jews and Gentiles, liberals 
and conserv ativ es, Catholics and 
non - Catholics, tou gh - minded 
and tender-m inded, Presby ter­ 
ians and the non-elect. 
The 
reader can easily amu se himself 
by making cu riou s and startling 
div isions. 
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Now comes A. E. Wiggam, in an 
article in The Rotarian for May , 
and splits all mankind into two 
parts, 
“Tight - Minders” 
a n d 
“Open-Minders.” The f or m e r 
class is composed of v illains, the 
latter are the heroes. 
Qu oting from the article by 
Mr. Wiggam: 
“To my way of thinking there 
are ju st two ty pes or classes of 
people who make u p what Bert 
(B. L. T.) Leston Tay lor, the 
hu morist-poet, u sed to term, this 
so-called hu m an race. The first 
class is made u p of those people 
to whom their beliefs are more 
preciou s than the tru th. 
The 
second class is made u p of those 
people to whom the tru th is more 
preciou s than their beliefs. 
“It is tru ly astou nding how this 
simple bu t obv iou s fact div ides 
the whole hu m an race into two 
great mental, spiritu al, and ev en 
phy sical classes. It makes people 
differ in a thou sand other way s 
—in m anner of life, in ou tlook, 
and in character. It is the chief 
thing that has made and u n­ 
made progress. The first class I 
call the T.M’s.—the Tight-M ind- 
ers; the second class I call the 
O.M’s.—the Open-Minders. The 
O.M’s. hav e made all the prog­ 
ress the hu m an race has ev er 
made. 
The 
T.M’s. 
hav e 
had 
nothing to do with progress—ex ­ 
cept to hold it back.” 
If the simple ex pedient of be­ 
ing open-minded were bu t tried 
on a grand scale, according to 
the 
au thor, 
the 
millenniu m 
wou ld be u shered in withou t 
nore ado. 
Willingly and gladly adm itting 
the element of tru th in this con­ 
tention, one wonders if he is 
pu tting himself among 
those 
who block progress in ex pressing 
some dou bts. The world wou ld 
be v astly better if we cou ld all 
become intelligently tolerant, no 
dou bt, bu t tolerance does not go 
deep enou gh. Besides, sickness 
and death wou ld still be with u s, 
and they hav e no place in a 
respectable millenniu m.

The Gov ern men t of the Un ited States has gon e 
far du rin g the last fou r y ears alon g the lin es of 
patern alism. It has assu med as an official re­ 
spon sibility , to an ex ten t u n kn own in the history 
of gov ern men t, those corporal works of mercy 
fu lfilled in the past by in div idu als an d by priv ate 
charitable agen cies. Most thou ghtfu l observ ers, 
ev en those sy mpathetic in their attitu de toward 
the u n fortu n ate, believ e the time has come for 
a marked chan ge in policy . 
Ev iden ce of su bstan tial recov ery is clear an d 
con clu siv e. Secretary Perkin s estimates an in ­ 
crease of eight million workers on the rolls of 
n on -agricu ltu ral in du stries sin ce the low poin t 
of the depression . Assu min g an av erage of on e 
an d on e-half depen den ts to each re-employ ed 
worker, this mean s that some twen ty million 
people hav e acqu ired a sou rce of priv ate in come 
sin ce 19 33. Notwithstan din g this fact, also that 
the av erage wage is higher n ow than in 19 29 , 
when the boom was at its height, the cou n try has 
a more ex pen siv e relief establishmen t than it 
had at the pit of the depression . 
These circu mstan ces in themselv es ju stify a 
radical rev ision of the whole relief sy stem, on e 
that will take proper cogn izan ce of these v astly 
altered con dition s an d pass on to the n ation ’s 
tax pay ers the ben efits of the improv emen t. There 
is in fin ite dan ger in makin g con dition s too easy 
for the 
jobless — dan ger to the u n employ ed 
themselv es an d to the pu blic. 
Patern alism u n restrain ed can easily create a 
class ready to accept low liv in g con dition s so 
lon g as the n ecessity of labor can be escaped. 
This was En glan d’s ex perien ce with the dole. 


For the Gov ern men t it holds the possibility of 
econ omic chaos an d in flation . Con dition s are 
men din g rapidly an d the improv emen t shou ld 
be reflected in the n ation ’s ex pen ditu res for re­ 
lief. We do n ot wan t to accept the depression 
as a n ormal, con tin u in g con dition an d it will 
n ev er en d while the Gov ern men t con tin u es to 
in v est u n employ men t with fin an cial attraction s. 


ECONOMY AFTER ARMING 
It seems stran ge, in deed, that the strin gs were 
n ot tighten ed on the Gov ern men t’s mon ey bags 
u n til after the hu ge army an d n av y bills were 
passed. En ormou s amou n ts are those v oted for 
“n ation al defen se.” An d they probably will be 
in effectiv ely spen t, as on e ex pert has recen tly 
shown that the Gov ern men t has n o defin itely 
plan n ed defen siv e program. 
This, certain ly , is play in g to preferred grou ps. 
More mon ey than America can afford is u n hesi­ 
tatin gly tu rn ed ov er to the war lords for u se in 
u tterly v agu e way s. 
What n ation , an y way , is likely to attack Amer­ 
ica? Why does this cou n try arm so ex ten siv ely 
to repu lse problematical in v aders? 
Bu t what hu rts the thin kin g citizen most of 
all is the ease with which army an d n av y ap­ 
propriation s are pu shed across, while a howl of 
econ orhy is set u p imifiediately thereafter. 
Why , on e won ders, did n ot Presiden t Roosev elt 
start swin gin g the retren chmen t ax e in the faces 
of the graspin g gen erals an d admirals? Gu n ­ 
boats an d can n on hav e ev en less of a claim u pon 
Federal approv al than hav e some of the costly , 
bu t idealistic, phases of the New Deal.
